•for the worms to iuiVst the entire 
arbor, and in a .week the leaves will 
bevome t'liiii, olid the sap be grad- 
ually Ui'ken 'from the vines, thus les-' 
se.uiiig I'he vitality and quantity of 
the grapes. . 


'County Agent Ball prescribes a 


disinfectant spray to rid the plant 
o'f these worms, recommending a so- 
lution o'f nicotine, w'hiV-h may'be pur- 
chased at any drug stored Tn spray- 
ing the leaves, I he worm must be liit 
and soaked in order to 'kill it, and 
the plant is in no way injured.
